INTERNATIONAL AIRPORTS AUTHORITY OF INDIA 
NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 25th March, 1982 

No. 101/3/82/328.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1) of section 37 and clause (n) of sub-section 
(21 of section 37 of the International Airports Act, 1971 
(43 of 1971)j the International Airports Authority of India, 
with the previous approval of the Central Government, hereby 
makes the following regulations, namely :— 

1. Short title.—These regulations mav be called the Inter- 
nat'Otial Airports Authority of India (General Management, 
Ground Handling of Air Transport Services) Regulations, 
1982. 

2. Commencement.—They shall come into force on the 
date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 


3. Application,—These regulStions shall apply to the Inter¬ 
national airports at Bombay (Santa Cruz), Calcutta (Dum 
Dum), Pelhi (Palam) and Madras (MeenambakamJ and any 
other aerodrome notified by the Central Government under 
section 1(3) of th« International Airports Authority Act, 
1971. 

4. Definitions.—In these regulations, unless the con¬ 
text otherwise requires— 

(a) “apron” means a defined area of the airport intended 

to accommodate aircraft for purpose® of loading 
and/or unloading of passengers and/or cargo, re¬ 
fuelling, parking or maintenance ; 

(b) “competent authority" means the Chairman and in¬ 
cludes any other officer authorised by the Chair¬ 
man in this behalf ; 

(c) “manoeuvring area” means the part of the airport 

to be used for take-off and landing of aircraft and 
for movement of aircraft associated with the take¬ 
off and landing, excluding apron ; 

(d) “movement area” means part of an airport intended 

for the surface movement of aircraft including the 
manoeuvring area and aprons. 

5. No person shall enter into or remain in the movement 
area for operating any vehicle or other equipment for ground 
handling (including ramp handling and traffic handling) of 
any aircraft at the airports to which these regulations apply 
or arc made applicable except as provided in regulation 6. 

6. Entery into and remaining in the movement area for 
operating any vehicle or other equipment for ground handling 
(including ramp handling and traffic handling) of any aircraft 
at any of the airports referred to in regulation 3 shall be 
restricted to,— 

(a) the employees of the International Airports Autho¬ 
rity of India ; 

(b) the operator or the owner of such aircraft or his 

bona fide wholetime employee subject to such 
conditions as may be specified from time to time 
by the competent authority having regard to the 
safety, security and proper and efficient management 
of the airport ; 

(c) any other operator or agency, being an operator or 

agenev who was engaged in the performance of 
such handling of aircraft immediately before the 
date of publication of these regulations, subject to 
such conditions as may be specified from time to 
time by the competent authority, having regard to 
the safety security and proper and efficient manage¬ 
ment of the airport ; 

(d) employees of Air India and Indian Airlines, subject 

to such conditions as may be specified from time to 
time by the competent authority, havfhg regard to 
the safety, security and proper and efficient manage* 
m?nt of the airport.
